CHAPTER 275.

AN ACT to grant relief to John P. Foerst for injuries re-
ceived at the University of Wisconsin at Madison, Wis-
consin, in 1906, while an employee of said University, and
making an appropriation therefor.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is appropriated to John P. Foerst of
Madison, Wisconsin, out of any ‘money in the general funds
in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of
five hundred dollars, in full for injuries sustained and re-
ceived by him on the sixth day of July, 1906, while an em-
ployee of the University of Wisconsin at Madison, Wisconsin.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 276.

AN ACT to amend sections 2729 and 3701, and to create section
2752m and 3716m of the statutes, relating to attachment and
garnishment in a‘d of actions for the recovery of liquor debts.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assemdly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Section 2729 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 2729. Any creditor shall be entitled to proceed by at-
tachment in the circuit court for the proper county, against the
property of his debtor, whether a natural person or corporation,
in the cases, upon the conditions, and in the manner preseriberd
in this chapter., No writ of attachment shall be issued against
a municipal corporation, or in any action, or in aid of any action,
or in aid of any execcution in any action brought to recover the
price or value of strong, spirituous, malt, ardent, or intoxi-
cating liquors sold at retail.

SectioN 2. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 2752m. No garnishee proceeding as provided in
section 2752 shall be commenced in any action or in aid of any
action brought to recover the price or value of strong, spirituous,
malt, ardent, or intoxicating liquors sold at retail.
